Popery* As for, 
thfe Do#rines and Pradifes of: the R<mian -Church,, 
which we charge -them with., the Rtprefenter gene- 
rally owned them j but he difowned, , as< he eafily

8. ) which if fee pleaib 
fkall bp forgotten from this time forward : falk 
a wondring <that there 4fcould ht fitch a noife ahont 
exposing of their Doftrines to Men Viet* j declares,, 
that tho he difcovered what ie thoujjfit, andjome- P. *• 
times faid briefly , why y yet he made not disputing 
Mis hifinefsy and knows not how this fhcwld f>e 
taken as a piece of cpntroverfy aeainft die Churdi 
of Ewfand* which he had not charged with MX* 
representation , nor any tody die , but thofe onfy 
in general that are guilty. He complains that 
lm fecond Anfwerer makes that which they call 
jfafijyNrtfentaticn d i& be in all the material Poinft, P. 6. 
a Representation of the avowed Doflrine ana Pra- 
ctice of the Church of Rome j and protefts , That if 
JPopery be guilty of what he fates , // cannot enter 
into pis thoughts there's Any room for it in Heaven. 
Sar the very Title of liis Book is a condemnation 
\ot the Kdhyan to fill thofe horrid fiapes it has 
Jieen at any time expofed in by the Members bf p. 7. 
Jthe Reformation: And To is his preteAce, that We

charge Papifls with nothing but what they exprefly 
profefs to believe , and what they practice. But 
(ince they muft not learn what Papifls believe 
from the Council and the Catechifm, but frxjm the 
Writings and Sermons of Proteflants; he is refolved 
to give us a taft of their way of Reprefenting 
Popery; and therefore, 

i. He recites feveral paflages wherein Popery is 

Mifreprefented, as he will have it, out of a Book 

. of jfflfor., fometime Lord Archbiihop of Tork y and 

F. 9. to p> 17. a- Book of Dr. Beard, and Sutcliffs Survey and the 

Book of Hemities. And in.conclufion. ne tells us, 
That this is the Proteflant Popery^ which, fince 
lie protefts againft no 4 tefs. than the Anfwerer f 
Proteflants .and- Papifls may how zp Jhake, hands;.

.'But if this be "intended fos a true Representation

For though he corifefles 'tis Learnedly done, yet the 
afinoft Forty Pages about it, might have been fpared, 
bccaufe this Diftinttion is not to he found in the Notion P. t?. ' • 
the people have of Popery. 

For the. reft> about his denying the Belief of our 
Interpretations, arid the two other Particulars,/. 24. 
They are ib tittle tq r tjic Eurpofe, that t cin afford 
them no room in this* Abilradlj and he .that will 
not take, my Werid for it , may go to the Aftfwcr 
to Pap. Prot. p. 20, xi. and there fatisfie himfeE 
.' x. To his Adversaries Qjjeffioii, Whether the C*- 
techifm may not be expounded ly a private Spirit, 
as well as the Council} He lays, Thus a Qjfefiion or 
two is a full Confutation of the RefleEter. To the 
Teftimqny of Canus, That that is not to be account- 
ed the judgment of the Apofiolick See, which if given 
only By the Bifbop of Rome* privately , malicioufly, 
and inconsiderately, &c. He replies; That {o'Reve : P. 2$; 
rend an Authority , as that of the Bifliop of CdndotA, 
is not to be thus overthrown, fince his Expo fit ion was 
examined with all due Deliberation, approved with all 
Solemnity, &c. and recommended By his Holinefs tp

We 
read of feveraf Prayers ufed at the Confecrdtion of 
Images amongft, them : But whoever, heard of any 
iuch thing pra&ifed at the letting up. of Mofes and 
Aaron I We lmow:< that: they:: walk many Milesifl 
Pilgrimage to particular Images, and that they think 
much more good is to be topped from fome, than 
from others :. Btrf who ever thought fo among us, of 
imagined that the Figures x>i Mofes .and Aaron /in 
furnfa^ weceJnore to be honouresdthan j:hofe in

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Woodftreet, or in any other place ? So that how filly 
ibever the Zealot* Brother may appear to be in impu- 
ting to as, upon fiich frivolous grounds, the worfhip of 
Images ; I am fure that he who made the Harangue 
for him, is either much more lb, or fomething mat 
is worfe, in pretending that when we urge the fame 
againft the Papifts, the Reafons we go upon are no 
better than his. 

But we do at leaft make Images and Pictures, which 
the fecond Commandment exfrejly forbids, as he makes 
his Brother fay. And now a Reafon of the An- 
fwerer is produced, that no Intention can titer the 
nature of Aftions which ire determined by a Divine 
Lam. I would therefore know of him, whether 
there be, or be not good reafon to make us certain, 
that the fecoiid Commandment does not abfblutely 
forbid the making of Images and Pictures, but only 
with reference to worfhipping them. If there be 
no good Reafon for it, let nim then tell me, whe- 
ther any Intention can juftify the making of Images 
againft an abfblute Law to the contrary. If there 
be, let him then but confefs What he thinks of this 
Ob je&ita that he has put into his Brother's Mouth, 
and there's one labour faved. 

I confefs, it were not ill for him if fbme Intention 
might juftify the breaking of the ninth Command- 
ment ; for he pretends that the New Common-Pray- 
£r*Books do not frofefs that hatred to Image^Worfbifo 
which the Old ones did : When: ini the Comminatiom 
to whkhhe refers, the very firft inftance runs thus, 
-Curfid is the Man that maketh any carved or molten

He thinks the Anfwerers over fcUiiitnde to prove 
bis hmobcme> may in fome breed a fnffivUn of his 
Guilt. But whether it be Innocence or Guilt that

would be a better World for the Reprefenter, if they 
were as ignorant and ftupid as he would have them 
thought to be. 

But no more of what he has laid in this fit of An- 
ger ; for here's a Hidden change, and now behold hirti 
the Jpyeft and merrieft Man alive. He fancies the 
Anfwerer left him to wonder who thofe Harare that 
are not Mifreprtfenters in a. fir iB and proper notion of 
Mifreprefenting 9 - u e. who do not belye the Papifts. 
For indeed he would gladly know who thofe We are, that

Certainly rfie defiga of ' his fir fl: Bpotd, 
Which he ftill pretends 46 vindicate/ was to ^e u& 
an account of the Dfe&rines and' Pra&ioes of the 
Church of Rome, upon whkh^fcore he took upon haunt* 
feif the Title of a Reprefenter. "Ti* true he p»-

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time forfeken his Thirty -and, Seven Chtptcrs, and enm 
ployed himfelf in turning over fbme Books of Prote* 
ftants, 'to find out inch Sayings as he thinks there is 
any colour to call Mifreprtfent attorns ;. nay, he is fal'a 
fo low as to pick out what Mifquotatums of Authors 
he can find amongft them, and to tax them here and 
there for Hiftorical Paflages. 

Due did ever either of his Adversaries undertake to 
jaftify all that any Proteitant Divine, or Hifrorian has 
atany time laid in oppoficion to Popery? Or, was it 
not poflible td give a more honeft account of Popery 
than lie did, td difcover his fallacious way of represen- 
ting his own Church, aad the true ft ate of the Que- 
stions {feat have been hitherto disputed, without fiich 
an undertaking ? Nay have not his Anfwerers efle&u* 
ally done it, without any fuch undertaking ? lb efle*> 
dually that he has forfiJten the defence of his double 
Characters under the Thtnt SeveM&ouxts? Why then 
itroftitJ^hebmmdtoAnfwerfbrallthat every Pre* 
tefttot has faklagairift the Church of Rome I Willhf 
anfwer for all the Popifh Mifreprefentations of Prote- 
ftams, that I can bring before him ? I fhall try hkn a 
littJe as to tfcs before I have done: And I think with 
&b& better Grace, than this Task-has been put upon 
as withal. For if it be but a mom way of carrying 
en the Controversy, as I roafefs it is, yet he has for* 
eedustoitbyinfiftinguponit fo obftinacdy, that 
wehaWnownootheVwayto let him feetheincon* 
veBBencyofk, butby turning it upon himfelf. And, 
which is lomething too, we nave cleared our Hands 
of&im as to the Original Controverfy, for he has 
dropt that quite away, and fb having no Arrears to 
he -reproached with, we may handfbmJy enough talk 

with 
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with him upon this new Score ; and I will venture 
before-hand to fay thus much, that he is likely to be 
as deep in our Debt for this, as he is for his firft deal- 
ings with us. Nor am I afraid thus to fpeak my be- 
lief in this matter, tho lie feems to have taken up a" 
way of writing npw, that will not fail him in hafte ; 
for aslong as he can but find out any new fevere Say- 
ings of Proteftants againft Popery, tis but furnilhing 
out a new Book with 'em, and he may as well call k 
by the Title of a Fifth or a Sixth Vindication of him- 
felfras by any other Title whatfbever.

ther thing as extravagant as that. 

But tho it be no part of our bufinefs to bring off e- 
very thing that has been laid or done by Proteftants, 
yet I Ghana little examine what our Reprefenter has 
charged thofe with, whom he has fingled out to ex- 
pole them to the World. For I am much miftaken if 
even here* he has not expofed liimfelf a great deal 
more than any Body elfe : Since he does often take 
die liberty to fill up his TragicalDeclamations againft 
Proteftants, by fpiteful Cbnftro£tions, weak Inferen- 
ces, and now and then by falfe Accufatioris, which is 
never more intolerable, than when a Man is in the 
fame Breath exclaiming againft the Mifreprefent^ti- 
ons of others. For my own part, where his Accufa : 
tions in whole or in part fall juftly, there fhall they 
lye for me, nor will I make another Man's Fault my 
own by going about to defend it. And if he had ta~ 
Jcea the lame care not to make himfelf Guilty, by 
accufing the Innocent, he had come off Better upon 

L this 
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tliis Theme of Arraigning particular Men, as wild 

as it is. 

He begins firft with Suteliffs Inference from Aquinas,

But! would riadly know how the Reprefenter can 
clear himfejf from grofc Mifrej>refentation in die next 
Inftance, where Ming upon tiie Autlior of the Re~ 
trefenting Csrechifm for charging them with praying 
tolmages, he makes it to bea Crime, which his firft 
Anfwereriiad cleattdtnem frornjb faykig>that we do 
not chdrgetfamviffrfrQiKg to Images without *n?f*r~ 
tber RefteGl. B» may not a-Mad fray fohnugts, and 
y&nttpftytotheM'wkhoupanjfdrtberBlefpea? This, 
would make one believe tflat he writes only for the 
Mobik t m Whofe Heads thirds caflnOt- lye Mirftfa 
Jfot 'tis net fo honeft thb> efjtecMy in a ma that 
complains of Mifreprefentationsv / But bythisttmej 
1 hope; he is madelenfible of his mhcarriage here, br

1 ces more^ But tho I have-upoir this difadvantage gi- 
ven him a particular Anftver here, yet I do not intend 
to ufe hinbto it.

For ftill I fay 'tis too 
hard an Impofition, for the Reprefenter in a few 
Lines to oblige us to read over fb many Books ; and 
which is by no means to be fubmitted to, unlefs the 
Fate of the caufe depended upon it, which I am not 
yet convinced it does. And therefore once again, I 
muffrdefirehimtogivein his particular Exceptions 
^gainft our Authors in their own Words, if he thinks 
fit to go on in this way, and to tell us the particular 
Page or Se£tion where fiich PafTages are to be found ; 
and then he fhall have my Judgment in the cafe : But 
if he leaves all upon- his own and his Friends credit, I 
(hall be fb civil as to do fb too. 
. I come now to his charge upon Dr. TiBotfon, for 
abu/mg Efiim ; but whether Efiius be not more obli- 
ged to Dr. TiHotfon than to the Reprefenter, I leave it 
to others to judg, when I have given a particular ac- 
count of this matter.

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ved to the laft Judgment. To this he anfwers, thar 
thus much is manifefi againfi the Sectaries, from his In* 
terpretation of the place, that in the World to come fome 
Sins are to be forgiven, viz. theirs who {ball be purged 
andfaved by tire. Nor, fays he, does it follow from 
the Purgatory Fire of the loft day, that no Purgatory of 
Souls is left before that day, any more than it follows from 
the Purgatory of Souls, that there is no purging in this 
Life; which, allowing for the principles of his 
Church, is with the reft that follows to this purpole, 
a good ajad folid Anlwer to the forefaid Objection, 
And this was the Do&or's Ground for laying, that 
EJtius contends that it cannot be concluded from hence 
that there is no Purgatory. But then he goes on, Be* 
fides, we muft know that as the Scripture often leaves a 
particular judgment to be under flood, under a general 
Judgment, and from the lafi day in which all {ball be judg- 
ed, will haevt the day of ever j ones Deafh to be under flood 
in which each Mania judged by himfelf; fo from the 
Fire that is to go before the Face ofQhrifi at the general 
Judgment, and to purge what foever at that time remains 
to be Purged, it leaves a certain Fire to blunder flood, in 
which a particular Judgment is exercifedfor the purging 
of SwU fvefcntlyrftn this Ltfc. Then come in the 
words cited by the Rcprefenter.

For 'tis a 
ihame to repeat that* becaufe where the Scripture 
Ipeaks of a general Judgment, it fuppofes that we 
muft dye firft ; therefote when it fpeaks of a general 
Purgatory of Men, it leaves a Purgatory of Souls be- 
forehand to be understood, or mU and [olidly gathered. 
But the Reprefenter will (ay, the Queftion is not whe- 
ther Eftiu$s way of gathering Purgatory from this 
Text, be good and lblid ; but whether Efiius does 
contend for no more than that Purgatory cannot be d- 
verthrown by it, as the Dean pretended. I grant 
this to be the Queftion, and it {ball have an Anlwer, 
if it has not had it already. Whether the Dean made 
the fame obfervatioit that J have made upon this my- 
fterious bufineis, I cannot certainly lay, having never 
fpoken with him about it : But . I prelume he did, 
becaule it will clear him from- any W*at matter of 
blame, in taking rib notkeof the raflage eked by the 
Reprefenter. The Cafe in fliort is thi$ y Efthts was very 
clear in this Point, that St. Pa*l does not here ffeakof 
a Purgatory of Souk, hut of that Fire which it to prove 
the works of Mat the dxy of/Jndgment. , But then lie 
muft guard hknfelf as Mtell aihe could from the charge 
of interpreting thisplaW, otherwife than the Latirts 
had interpreted it at Florence ; which made it neceflk- 
ty fw him to bring in Ws third Queftion, An & q*d- 
mtdo fmketur whether znd how it can be proved from 
this place, that there is a Purgatory for Souls after this 
Life, in purfiiance of tyUiicn Queftion hefajrs what 
W€ have already cited. Noty, although in his Inter- 
pretation of this Tfext, he could own, as he did, with 
great modefty and good reafon, that he did not fal- 
low Brftarminef Lenfam^ Vicm^ Bon#vent*re in all 

things^.:' - 
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things ; yet whentheName of a Council lay crols to 
.him, no other kind of modefty would feevebut fbnie 
appearanceat leaft of fiibmiffion to it. And therefore 
oblerving that the Latin Fathers thought that Purgato- 
ry was to he ejlahlijhed upon thUpltce, tho the Greek Fa- 
thers dijfented* he alio thought it needful to gather it 
as well, and folidly as he could, from this place too. For 
by that time he had done his beft, proving was dwind- 
led to gatherings and to.fuch a way of gathering too, 
that, the prermfes beingconfidered, I leave it to all 
impartial Men to confider, .whether Co Judicious a 
Man as E&ius was, contended for the point j or rather 
if the modeft Efiius, in the ftrait he was in, did not 
choofe to talk beneath himfelf, in compliance with 
jtheZ** /* Fathers at Florence. So that.at laft w» have 
here an Example of theServitude of Ingenuous Minds 
in the Church of Rome ; but not of charging FoUj upon 
thePapiJts out of their own Authors. For this was that 
which theDean declined the doing of; whereas if he 
had foid,NajFyAllth*t Wxa&tontends for from this place 
.is, that it cannot be concluded from hence that there is no 
Purgatory, altho he makes a hard fbift to avoid falling 
foul with the Florentine Council', here had then been 
no colour for accufing him of Mifquotation, it had 
alfo done his bufinefs as well ; only this had been to 
charge Folly upon. EJHut, and upon the Latin Fathers 
too, which it feems the Dean had no mind todo. 

I proceed next to his Charge upon the Author of 
The. Devotions of the Church of Rome. And firft he 
accufeshim of quoting Efcobarfor that which he does 
n« .lay in the place citecf; nay there is not, one word 
oftt to.be found tn htm there. . Now to know whether 
this beio or not, it is but fair to take the whole Ptf-

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l^ge. of, that Author,; for which he refers us to Efco- 
bar> and not as it is flily gelt by the Repreieptec. 
The !PaiTage is this : They tell us there is a vafi number 
of Sins in their own Nature Venial, which are fo very 
inconfiderable that an infinite Number of them altogether, 
will not deprive a Man of the Grace and, Favour of Gdd, 
or make up one Mortal Sin ; and for the pardon of which 
there is no net$ or occaftonfor the Mercy qf % G<?d., Noty 
Efcobar in the place citetf y Xr4#.2. Exam,, i . Chaf^, in 
anfwer to thatQaeftion, A. 1 5. Whether many Venial 
Sins of them f elves i and formally fpeakingfan make uf> one 
Mortal Sin I lays thus, No, becadfe innumerakleJVepial 
Sins do not deprivea Man oftheGraee ofGpd^ Bu>t th$ 
Reprefenter will not allow, that there is ope. mrd pjf 
that Paffage,at leaft, to be found there^that/^r /Ar^r r 
don offuch Sins there is no need, or occajion, for the Mer- 
cy of God. But I am fore the thing is to be found there; 
For he fays N. 1. that a Venial Sin is that rwhich dots 
not render * Man>worthy of Eternal Punifbment : An4 
now if innumerable Sins or this fort do not of themfeiyes 
make. up one Mortal Sin, I think it is plain that take 
them altogether, and there is no occafion for God's 
Mercy in the pardon of them,unlefs it; beMercy to part 
don where there is nodefert of Punifhment.'Tistrue* 
Efcobar fays that they are worthy of Temporal Punifb^ 
ment: but our Author was not obliged to take any no- 
tice of that, becaufe that whieh he complained of 
was. not, that thefe Do&rines brought Mens For-: 
tunes, in this World, into danger ; but that by rea- 
fbn of 'em, Men are in wonderful danger of being cheats 
ed in a matter offo great moment as their Eternal Sal* 
vat ion. So that altho the Reprefenter profefles, 
that this Doftrinc is contrary to their Belief * v yet, at

Now inffead of this, , 
the Reprelenter expelled from the Do&or fome extra* 
ordinary piece of Charity loth for the Reformation and 
example of the Papifts ; and yet, fays he, after all the 
outcry and lusjle, he wont allow one more grain of Mercy 
to the Papifts* then the Papifts do to them, that is onely 
to fmhwho hawing lived pioufly and truly repented of 
their Sins, have an invincible Ignorance to at tone for all 
other err ours of the under ft andin^ which is the very Do* 
jjhriue of the Papifts, inrtfpeft rffuchwbo die out of the 
Communion if their Church.

Which complaint hie fupports by no- 
thing elfe .but fiipppfing that the fo ofteVmentioned 
Aj^cfabilhop of fork is guilty qf, this in citing Btdgadm; 
&c and that this is enough to make, anyextravagancypafi 
far an Article of Faith. Now he dees not fo much, as 
make it appeal tfct thj&Archhiftiqp pretends the Ejf- 
travagancies for which he hriag$chqfe Authorkies,to be 
AriicJu of Faith in the Church of Rome. But bow far, 
their Church is chargeable with the- feveral Extravagan- 
cies of their Authors, and wfcat.ufe. we may and ought 
t^ make ©£ their Divines, anctCafuHUr^ in the Conv 
twverfes now on foot, «h?

33< put into the mouth of a Popijb Preacher: Which is e*^ 
nough for me, and I am not at all moved by his pre-- 
tending this was done to make us alhamed of tratti*- 
fing it in good earneH\ as* he lias fee* and heard inu we 
do. For this is a reafon 1 am now pretty well ufcd to, , 
it being* the very fame wherewith he defends that ri- 
diculous Sermon which he compofed for the Zcalour. 
Brother. And therefore Khali even pin this Harangue? 
to the remainder of that Brother's Sermon, that when .

And fo at lift we come to Mifreprefenting, in re* 
lation to feme matters of 7 FaB and HJftory, and herehe 
hopes the Redder will difcover notable things. The 
. . firft Mif-reprefentation of this .Kind, in which he in* 
fiances, was the Mif-reprefenting of the Rich Hangings; 
the Maffy flat** and* ether things which Adorned the- 

f+yy. Altars in the times> before the Reformation , the 
Candleflicks; Crucifixes; and Shrine! ; Three Epifcopall 
* Houfesi with Four or- Five Churches* &c. For thefc 

were Reprefented as Superftithus, or Superfluous, and 
forthwith were immediately How* up. Now a man fhall 
not prefently find how this comes to be Mif-reprefen- 
ting, the Papifts in relation to fime matters ofFaft and 
Hi/lory He names but one Proteftant, fpeaking of 
thefc things* viz. Dm Heyjin> and he too, is brought 

i& 
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in agreeing with the Reprefenter in charging thofe * 
doings upon Cevetonjhefs , Awlhhmani Envy ; nor is 
any othen Cited as contradi&ing him. Was got the Re- 
prefenter full of choler ancfcbitterne6,that he muft needs 
eafe himfelf whether it be in fit place or not } Tfee the 
bottom, of this bufinefc plainly enough : If that Refor- 
mation of Doftrine and Worihip which our Church 
made, be not blsffkened enough already, hie is refol- 
ved to charge upon it all the faults of the great Men 
that made advantages by the Change. But muft the 
Vices of the States-men in thofe days neceflarily aflfeft 
the Reformation ? Why then : muft 1 hot the Vices oP 
Popes affeft Popery > It he has a mind to 1 it, let himf 
reprefent the former ten times worfe then they were, 
and when he has done, I will fliew him as many Popes 
Reprefented.by their own Hiftorians as really bad,, as 
hfe has made thole by Fiftion, and this too by Hifto- 
rians of no lefs Credit amongft them, then Br. Heyliti 
is with us. The Reprefenter owes us a good Turn; 
and if he can but bring in the word Mifreprefenting^ 
'tis all the pertinence he cares for, though it be Mif- 
reprefenting Piatt* and Hangings. 

Again , becaufe he fancies that King Henry the R 3*> 
Eighth nfode way far Proteftaritifin* t* enter into the 
World ( in which however, he is miftak*rv) he taxes 
him boldly of Vile Extravagancies, the refped that is 
due to Crown d Hcadi, ho nor the conftderation of 
that Line in which this Prince ftodd amongft them, 
being not able t* reftrair* him. But where is the 
Mifreprefentation complained of? Certainly the Popes 
Power here might be an Vfurpation> though the motive 
upon which Htnry the Eighth threw it quite off, (as 
it had been curbed by his Predeceflbrs before ) (hould 
not prove the beftin the World : But let * he Reprefen- 
ter; 
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ter here aJfo afe his liberty of rendring him as odious 
as he can, remcrabr iflg all the while that the Faults of 
that; Prince reflcft no tefc dishonour upon the Church 
of Rome, then upon the Church of England, as 'tis 
now Reformed : For 'tis certain , that in all other 
poifltshewasaPipift, excepting that only of theSu- 
nremacy j unlets the Reprefenter will fay that the. 
whole of their Religion is in effeft this* that the Pope 
fliouldbeall in all, in the Dominions of every Chri- 
ilian Prince in the World.

oough without the PopesDUjmttatiQn. Butwhcre's 
the Mif-reprefentatipn now? Why* here!s a Vow of

Jeverrty was Tyrannical or Unjuft, for if he had, cer- 
tainly the Reprefencer had brought us all under the 
lafh for it : But the ends of thefe great People feeing 
Tragical, he thought good to fet the matter offwitha 
■Tratical, or, as the Reprefenter calls it> x'fot'pbro/t, 
without any further defign. And theft -as for the o- 
ther Blood fpilt in Qtoeen Marys Reign, which he feems 
to charge altogether upon Provocations, Tumults, Se- 
ditions, and Rebellions ; he is guilty of the feme fault, 
"Which he teenies Protectants of, viz. ■ Of Rtfprefert- 
•ting things by halves. Were none f*tt to death in 
thole days but for fuch caufesi Were Cfanmer*, Ridley* 
Latimer, Taylor, and almoft all the 300 tfjpfitcn of, 
■burnt ' for Herefy or not ? Was dot the Queftioffoon- 
cerning the Sacrament of the Altar, the turning 
<^ue(hon? For thofe that were guilty of the Abate 
lie mentions, they might thank themfetves, we <fe- 
■fcnd them not. But what colour is there for Reprt- 
Renting all as fuch ? And why will the Reprefenter put 
"ns upon talking of thefe things, who had faid nothing 
"of them> if he had not forced us to it in our own de- 
fence. 

But to fee now how much there goes in the teliiftga 
ibory : Qween Elizabeth Put to death, as he fays, Two p - 3& 
hundred rerfons upon the /core of Conscience, without any 
aftual Crime orMifdemeanour agabtft the Ancient Statutes 
Jtf the J^nd. Two hundred Perfons ! Truly I do not 
If now but in her long Reign of about 40 Years,fo many 
might be put to death. But I with the Reprefenter^ n(?e 
lie pronounces in general with fo much confidencejhad 
'named One at Two that were put to death upon the- 
fare of Confidence, and likewife what foa&4ci>nfciente 

ic 
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it was. However fomething is neceflary to be laid in 
.general Anfwer to that Charge which he plainly in- 
tends, though he would not plainly fpeak it out. Jn 
ihort therefore, about ten Years after the^Queen came 
>to the Crown, Vopt Pius Quintus fends over his Bull 
♦for the Excommunicating and Depofing her, upon 
which followed the Statute again ft the Execution of 
it : Which yet did not hinder feveral Priefts and Jo* 
fuits from trying to have it Executed, in purfuance 
whereof the Queens Life was more then once in daa- 
fier. And therefore when no other Remedy would 
terve the turn, all Popifli Priefts of the ; Queens . Sub- 
jects,, were b&niftied under the Penalty of Treaibn, 
and had forty days given them to prepare for depart- 
ing. This Law was made at lead twelve years ( I 
.believe more ) after the Popes Breves were fent hi- 
ther: And upon this Law fome Priefts that were af- 
terwards found here, were Executed, and fome were 
not, who though coming into England contrary to 
the Law, yet withal, giving feeurity for their dutiful 
Behaviour to the Queen , were , without chax^iqg 
their Religion, fet at liberty ; For, if we may be- 
lieve one that knew thefe things better then the Re- 
prefenter feems to do* though our Princes judged it 
•necefTary for their own fafety, that this Law mould 
continue in force, yet to avoid the doing of any thing 
that looked like putting men to death upon the /core tf 
j&nfcienct, they qualified the rigour of it by their own 
Mercy, where a Treafonable defign did not otherwife 
appear. Tor when Goodman a Jefuit, was Reprieved 
An.««4o. ty Kiqg Charles the; ift, and the King was Export ula- 
Jan.j2 5 . ted with by the Parliament about it, he fignified the 

caufe to be this, that Goodman had been found guilty, 
jnerly asfeing a Prieft, which was the reafon of the 

King's 
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Iftng's mercy, and that in this clemency he did but fol- 
Ipw tl^e examples of his Father, King James, and of 
Queen Elizabeth. Now whether we ftiould believe 
QngCharks the Martyr, or our Reprefenter, I leave 
Qthers to judge. This general account may ferve for 
his general charge ; and I do not thinkiit to run out ' 
into more particulars, unlets the Reprefenter gives 00 
caiion ; but I leave him to confidcr better of thefe v 
things : And when he has done it, he may perhaps feel 
% little flianie for having laid juft before in the Cafe of 
Queen Mary, Now one would think to be juH f Crowned 
Heads, the Blood jbould not be expofed alone to the Peo- 
ple, but likewi/e the Occafions and Provocations given : 
And in Queen Elizabeth's cafe I will adde, And the mer- 
cy alfothat was fhewn, not withftanding thofe Orr^^ 
and Provocations that were given her. 

But whereas he calls the Law we fpeak of a Law of 
her own contriving, a Lawfo cruel that the like is fcarce 
to be found among the Mahometans, who though tht 
have conquered many Christian Nations, yet never, as I 
bat heard tf, made it Treafonfor their Natives to profefi 
their own Religion, or maintain their P^/tors. To let pals 
{he Mifrepretentation he infinuates, of making it Trea- 
fan to profeft their own Religion, it would almoft tempt 
a man to fearch the Records of old Time, to fee if fome- 
thing has not palled in the- World as cruel as this Law, 
if it had been executed to the utmoft rigour. For 
Why ? fhould Queen Elizabeth, under whofe Reign our 
Nation purchafe3 fome Glory abroad, fuffer now at 
home the imputation of being the mod Tyrannical 
Prince that ever was iu the World ; beyond the ex- 
amples of Mahometans i and of Mahometans too in 
their feverity towards the Christian Nations which 
they have Compered ; why, this is ftrange indeed, 

O and 
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and not to be taken upon the Reprefenters word : Fc* 
there are Jnttals that fpeafc of a certain L*» t not in* 
deed for the Baniming of people upon tie fare efCtm- 
fciencc, but the keeping of them at home to be tormen- 
ted for their ConfrieqfA Had they been fiifleted to. 
ufe the Liberty that our Saviour once gave, of Flying 
into another Country, when they were Perfeeuted in 
their own ; it had been a favbur in companion to the 
reftraint ; and Death had been a mercy toihe Vexati- 
ons they endured. The like to this indeed is fcarce u, 
te found even amongft thofe vftiom the Reprefenter 
fceaks of: And which made the cafe yet harder, this, 
Teoplebd not deferved ill of the Sttrte ., they neither 
fided with Forreign Powers, nor with Domeftic Re- 
bels ; nay, they had behaved thefnfelves fo well, that 
there was nothing but their Vertue to make them fear- 
ed. But Hiftories lay that thofe of them who efcapecfc 
by miracles of Providence, were well received every- 
where, and especially by a Prince who was not of their 
Religion, but yet to his immortal Glpry gave thernfc 
Refuge and Relief in his own Countries. 

A* to the Vovoforfiot which he next mentions I. 
His ihunuation^oncerning my Lord tea}, has been fo 
often expofed,. and if it were true, is <o unable io Jetier* 
the guik of thofe that were concerned in it, that I fee 
no jeafon why t mult needs enter into that Hiftdry :: 
We do not charge all of that Communion with it, but 
we have reafon vehemently tofufpecV all that went a* 
bout to excufej and pofitively to condemn all that 
thought fit to praife the Traytors. But if we mould- 
have charged, as he pretends we do, the Church of 
Some with this Treafon, yet 1 am confident the Rebel- 
lion of the Weft ftands not altogether fo fair to be im- 
puted to the Church of EnafandU For Purely there was. 
• no 
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no A& of this Church for the Excommunicating and 
Depofing of the King ; but it was the fight of the 
Pope's Brief to fiich a purpofe as that, infpired one of 
the Tray tors, as himfdf confefied, with thole thoughts 
that at [aft fetled npon the Tmdcr Fht. And I think 
it was a Church of £*gi*«/ Parliament, and a Church 
of ZWW Army that £> loyally ferved his Majcfty 
upon that occafion.in thtiVeli i But let the Reprelen- 
ler Ihew, if he can, that the Papiils were as fcrvieeable 
in the prevention of the Tmder Plot.

baps I may without offence offer that eicufe for their 
credulity, whkhl take a hint of from the Reprelenter 
hinuelf : It could not be expected bur that the grief of ' 
fcundoiaga Calamity in vail numbers of fufieringPco- 
pk» fltcuid difdiarge it felf in accufing thole as the Au- 
thors of it, who, as they believed, were well pleafcd 
with it: As for the Reprefenter, what his thoughts are 
towards London,, he has given us plainly to underftand, 
in calling it « Trottftm Sodom, which flotmai cone 
turned.- Now I dare fay this was not meant for a la- 
mentation over the fins and funerings of the City: 
But if men wUl go on to infult at this rate, they fliould

O i ' "Then 
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Then as to that which he calls a Monfienr's Invention: 
They that gave credit to it, have this to fay for them- 
fel ves, That Du Moulin s public offer to make full proof 
of kis flory, when Authority (hould require it, ftood 
many years, even to. the day of his death; which was 
no improbable argument that he was provided with 
reafonable good teftimony, though it was riot thought 
'fit to call updn him for it. This may be faid to fliew, 
that if there were never fo many that fwallowed the 
ftory, yet this was no reafon for the Reprefenters fort- 
ius exclamations: For I am by no means fttisfied that 
, they who believqd it, did fo in defiance to if&theirSjen/es; 
for thbugh there were Aftors and' Contrivers of the

But becaufe'he lees fly at the Pul- 
pits for this, and fo makes the Clergy to have given 
what Authority they could to Oates his lyes from their 
Pulpits, I mud. needs change a word or two with 
him about that in our own Defehce, and tell Mm that 
neither is himfelf of that Credit, nor the thing it (elf 
fo likely, but that it ftood in great need of particular 
proofs. I know not but that amongft Ten thoufand 
Men, here and there one might deliver the* news of the 
Pilgrims, and the Black Bills from the Pulpit. But I 
never heard of any that did, and I almoft think that 
if the Reprefenter had known a few Iiiftances of this 
Kind, out they had come, if it had been for nothing 
but to fupport the Credibility of his raecd/Accnfa- 
tion. And tago further with him, whereas hftlcoofi- 
dently feys, that the WHOLE Plot was receive Jbtib 
that welcome and' Credit, that what would have been 
queflioned in- the very Scripture, was entertained with* 
out any firaplei'' I will make bold toa&k him , hy 
whom it was entertained, did himfelf believe the 
'wfoUVlob, while he was a Prweftant? If he did,. un- 
doubtedly 
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dodbtedly we have not loft one of the wiled of oat 
Baccy, If be did. not, neither did any body elfe that, 
ever I could bear of, though perhaps-many might be* 
tieve more then was true. But for a more particular 
aEcaantwbo believed much* who little, who nothing 
at all of Ottts hiaDifcoveries, and; the teafau of the 
fcveral Opinions, he muftexcnle me for that; I am. 
■refolved «ot to be drawn in. Nor have! lately fpo- 
ken wkh. <ev«ry Man in die Nation. AikPus onely 
fat a Repreieaier totatk of chefe mattery and. to. pro* 
aounce generally without exception, thooghiie- doe* 
k alio without -exattioation of the particulars be- 
iogetiafld. 

Thus far 1 have waited upon the ftepteienter in 
examining the Rcajons, upon which he pretend* that 
we 4ife I know not how many Method* to Mif repr& 
fcntPapifts, though it ha* been every Hep out of the 
way : For if aH had been: owe that he pretends* what 
as all this to the Defence of his ThkySeuen Chapters*

ters? And they have done k fe efie&ually, that toe 
Reprefenter haYthougnt go»d fc* rid hk haockofthem

Bat doe* the RepreV 
fenter in good earneft, believe that our Religion is* 
mere Negative Religion, # tmd that we ftioutd have none 
at all, if we had no pleighhokrs t$ dejfe, 2nd toprth 
tefl' *gatnff> Or does he believe that our Religion ft> 
for as it is Negative, is fuppertedby defying and pri* 
teftbt* againft other Men ; does he not Know that wo 
at leant pretend to fnpport it by Reafon* ^Scripture, an& 
Antiquity ? Nay, does he brfieve that there are no 
Affirmative points of Religion which we maintain a- 
^Mttft them, -and m refpeft of which &ey dp irt real- 
ty proteft againft us, though it feems we have got the 
itiferdf Proteftants. If he tfces believe thus of us., 
tnjidi more if knowing the rantrary, he feyslb hovv- 
%vet 9 Whcre^Truth, Charity, or Juftiee? If we take* 
the ReIigjton<of Proteftants, as it ftands in oppositions 
to flic Errors of the Church of Rdm, it is in many

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the Proteftant Profeffion has its N r anie ; Being, and Sup- 
port ; not from what it is in its felf, but from what /^ 
is not ? But to let this pafs, what although the Points 

v held by us in opposition to the Church of Rome, were 
only Negatives; yet , why muft we be fo bitterly 
reprefented, as if our Perfwafion were fupported by 

. nothing but pievilhnefs and a Spirit of Contradi&iott 
to our Neighbours > Why muft we be brought in as 
defying and proteftingagainft our Neighbours ? As if we 
oppoled their Dodrines and Pra&ices, in defpight to 
the Jews, and not rather blamed them for faying and 
.doing things whidh we at leaft think are not to be ju» 
Alfred > There are divers things furely, which neither 
jfchriftians nor Men ought to do; And fo far as our. 
Religion (lands in not doing fuch things, one would 
think it is not the worfe for being Negative, nor our 
Pra&ice to be bkmifhed for having its Name from 
what it is not. And therefore when Men come in 
with their Negatives in Religion, and their protefta- 
jions againft falfe perfwafions and evil pradices, they 
are not without more ado to be reprefented as Defying 
[and Protefiing againft their Neighbours. But leaft of 
all, fhould it be infinuated, as if our w^ole Religion 
40 efikiBk, ftood in this Defyingznd Protefiingx For we 
do in the fir ft place Glory in this, that we are Cbri* 
/lions, though we are not alhamed to be called Prpte- 
ftants^ In our Religious Aftemblies, where we con- 
fefs our Faith before God and the World; weprofeis 
no other Articles of Faith, then thofe in which the 
Church of Rome agrees with us. By this it is that we 
are Chriftians, and it is this that makes them fo. This 
Faith which we profefs, and into which we were bap- 
tized, is the Foundation of our afiurance, that if we 
Jive accordingly, we fhall be faved, and of our hopes 
] that 
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that thofc among them, who are difpofed to receive 
the Truth, and repent heartily of all known fins , 
ihall find Mercy with God, notwithftanding their 
Captivity to thofe Errors, which if we mould profefs, 
we could not have the leaft hope for our felves. la 
the mean time for our Negatives againft that Church, 
we offer in our own defence, that the Religion which 
the Scriptures teach, is fuch a Negative Religion as 
ours, they not injoyning, and in tome points forbid- 
ding what we do not do ; and that the truly Primitive 
Fathers neither profefied thole Do&rines, nor did thofe 
things, which the Church of Rome would have us to. 
protein and to do ; lb that their Religion was not more, 
pofitive, nor lets Negative then ours. But if It grieves' 

dMen in the Roman Communion , that there 
d be amongft Chr iftians, any Proteftation of one 
Party againft what is done by another, it is a grief al- 
io to us; only with this difference, < that we cannot 
help it, but they can. For if they win Reform the 
Terms of their Communion by the Scriptures, and 
Primitive Antiquity, they Ihall loon fee ah end of our 
protefting, and that our Perfwafion is not iupported. 
as this Reprefenter faith, by defying and ttetiftbtg a* 
gaintt our Ueighteurs ; then which he could not have 
liid a viler thing againft us, no not if he had put us ufo* 
the fame File with ItifideU and Pagans; fioce this is in 
ejfed to fay, Thaf we have oq Religion but in crof-' 
nets to other People, ••..'.-. v 

But at this rate we have been ufed all along, though 
wehave/nade no complaints of it, briely- they force us 
to k now, whether we will or no : Thus even in their 
QMvtefm, w.here 9pe would expe# ptoiefs.and fin : 
eejfity* we fipd our &lve* WifHre^efeqted.'w that man* 
ner, as if tbiwe was*<no.fuch way of making Novio 
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faft to theirChurch, but by giving them falfe notions 
6f outs : For at prefent; to name no- more then their 
famous Doway Catechifm , there you (hall find the 
Teacher giving this wife reafon, Why Protectants art ft 
Abridgment fi divided, ana damn one another for Mif believers 2 Be* 
of chriftiad caufe, for footh, it is the very ground-work of Protefiancy 
SSm?/*' tktt *ltmen> even the whole Church of God, are fallible 
55# andfubjeSt to errour. Wtffey indeed that aJl men ire 
fubjeft to errour; but the very ground-work of Prote* 
ftancj is not as thisCatechift pretends that theChurch of 
Rime and every other Church is fubjeft to errour, but 
that (he hath a&ually erred, and that grievoufly too. 
And his Inference from hence is no lefs a Mif-reprefenta* 
tion then his principle : So that, fays he, they cannot ' pre* 
tend to Certainty or Infallibility in any one point of t heir- 
Belief. So that becaufe he is pleafed to put Certainty 
and Infallibility 'together, he muft needs teach his 
Scholar that we have not fo much as Certainty of our 
Faith, nay, not of one Point of it ; and which is (till 
more falfe, that we cannot pretendto it. No wonder 
that we findhit fo hard a matter to get a little Di£ 
tourfe about .Religion with thofe whom they have had 
thfrbreeding of/ when we fee what an abfurd pretence 
to Religion they reprefent ours to be all at once ; efpe* 
ciaHy fince they take care to let them know, that 'tis not 
M. >. 49. wellpojpble fbr aky two Ptoteftantsor SeSaries to be of 
one Religion, etitry man expounding the Scriptures as he 
lift*, and no one having power to control the others Expofi- 
tion of it: Which if tneir Scholars believe, they muft 
deeds conclude that Protcftants muft pr&fefeas many 
Religions almoft, as they are men and Women ;' fince 
it is not weQ poffthle for any two if them to be if we and* 
the fame Religion? And, t* think, any body may fee that 
this is taught to difcouragealf who are Educated in this 

pet 
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yerfwafion of us, from hearing what we have to fay 
for ourfelves, finfce by hearknipg to one or two of us 
they are never the nearer, but mull talk perhaps with 
a million before they can underftand the Religion of 
Proteftanrs, nay, and fliall then be as much to feek for 
it as they were at firft. For what he (ays of every 
mans expounding the Scripture as he lifts, no one having 
power to control the others Expofition of it : It is alfo an 
untrue fuggeftion, if by expounding the Scriptures we 
Jiff, he means arbitrary and groundlefi Expofitions of 
Scripture. Which when the Reprefenter pleafes, I can 
prove tfie Church of Rome to be more guilty of then a- 
ny Church that we kno\^ in'thp Wprldbefides :. If any 
are guilty of it amongft us, there is a power in Our 
Church to control them, which has alfo been ufed up- 
on occafion, unlds by power he means a Cudgel, and 
this we do not take to be Church power. Again, 
belays' that lalt Heretics pretend equally to the Scripture i& 9 f , ^ 
for their Novelties And Herejies, (which is riot true nei- 
ther) no one of them ever yielding to another : Which is 
notorioufly felfe ; for many of thofe whom he calls He? 
retics , have yielded to the reafonings of others out of 
the Scriptures, who are alfo Heretics with him : And 
this plainly (hews that feme of thefe men cafe not 
What they fay to difgrace us, when they will fo pofi. 
tively affirm a thing which 'tis impoffible for them to 
know but it may be falfe; nay, which 'tis not well pof 
fbk for them not to know that it is falfe. 

5 Tis after the fame way that our Do&rinesand Pra- 
ftices are reprefented by retail ; of which I fliall give 
you but one in (lance which I well remember, and that 
is where the Catechift alluring his Scholar that their 
Laiety receive whole thrift under one hind .-. -Tejk him 
alfo that this ts incomparably more than the pretended Re- 
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id. j. ao* formers have under loth % who receive onely a Sit of Bakers 

Bread % with' a poor fup of common Fintners Pfyne. By 
which fcandalous way of reprinting our Coraraunico 
to a Novice, he would be apt to believe that when we 
celebrate the Euchari$i> our great bufmefs is to lead to 
the Baking-houfe for Bread, and to the Tavern for 
Wine; and fo we fall to eating and drinking without 
9tiy more ado. * If he would te Steeling his Novice a- 
gainft us, he Ihould at lead have been fo juft to us, as to 
let him know that we do not give the people common 
Bread and Wine, though we do not pretend to give 
them the naturalfubftarice ofXfaiffs Body and Blood. 

£of that way of Mifreprereitting us by changing the 
particular opinions of fome Proteftants upon auTThey 
nave the confidence to do it, even in thole points where- 
. in neither Proteftarits oor Papifts are of the lame mind 
among themfelves : And though the Doway Cate* 
dhifm reprefents us fo divided thatiWnot wellpofljble 
For any two of us to be of the feme Religion, yet when 
again 'tis for their turn to Rcprefent us otherwife, 
there is not an odd opinion of any Protectant, but forth- 
with it belongs to the Religion of all the reft. Thus 
We have been charged for making God the Author of 
Sin ; and that for nothing but for the fake ofthofeO- 
pinions held by fome Proteftants, which are no lets ve- 
hemently defended by fome Papifts : In which kind of 
Reprefentations no man, I think, has outdone the /te- 
concilcr cf Religions (whoever he was) printed in the 
year 1663, They teach, fays hz^cfane, falfe > and u*> 
godly Doflrhtes, as for example : Tpat God is she Author 
of Sin ; that Chritf dejpaired upon the Crofi. Which la- 
ter Opinions, this man and Fevardexthts, and divers .0- 
therc, as I well remeqiber, faften upoQ Calvin ; and 
then talk as if it was the received Doftrine of all Pro- 

tcftants 
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tcfUnts. So fays he, They fay that ChriH fufftred the *• *4- 
pains ofHcBupou the Crofs, awl that this mas his Defccn* 
t ion into Hell. See Calvin fav,PfaL if. Now I think 
Calvin does fay fo : But 'tis fo foiall a matter in Com- 
panion, to charge what one fays upon Ail, that I 
fhall lay no great fbrefe upon it But that which fol- 
lows is admirable : Neither, fays he, are they miferably 
mad only, bat alfo diabolically malitions ; for its of meet 
purpofe they fay and Jo tbus> left that by clear places of 
Tradition and Scripture they fhotdd be xonftrained to con- 
fefi that there is a Purgatory. Are not thefe rare 
Men, thus at once to charge us with what we do not 
fay or do, and withal to pronounce concerning our 
intentions in fo doing, and that in this Vile manner, 
that no honeft Heathen ever ufed his Neighbour fo ? j^ 
Nay, if you will believe this Reprefenter, They that 
hear Sectarian Mimftcrs are not Believers, for they do 
not truly believe in God the Father Almighty, nor in Je- 
fus Chrift his only Son. For he knows their Hearts bet* 
ter then they do themfelves : and let them be never fo p 
confident that they do, he will prove that they do not 
believe in the Holy GhoH. And he peremptorily lays 
that they do not believe the Communion of Saints: And 
laftly,That neither do they believe foryvenefs of fins. For 
which he brings an excellent Realon* Becaufe they fay 
iay, The Triefis cannot forgive Sins : Though we da 
not fay that neither , but only that they cannot for* 
give Sins Abfolutely ; which now they would per* 
wade us too, to be their own Do&rine. Thus p. i*. 
he has made us Infidels almoft throughout the 
Creed, only at laft he grants, that We believe the 
Rafurre&ien of the Flefh , and the Life Everlaftiug; 
.which I wonder at* becaufe it was as eafie to invent a 
reafen why we believe not this neither, as for all the 
J reft. 
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reft. But then even in thfe matter, we are no better 
Believers then the Devil. For, fays he, this they be- 
lieve, and fo do the Devils: 

No wonder therefore that he comes afterward, and 
puts us npon the fame File with Turks and Heathens. 
As the Turks are divided and fubdivided among them- 
felves, fo are the Proteftants. The Turks n>hereft>ever 
they come, demolijh Churches, deftroy Crojfcs, and beat 
p. $7. down and 'break Altars, and Images ; fo do the Prote- 

ftants. The Turks cannot abide Fraying to Saints ; no 
more can the Proteftants. the Turks love not Beads 
nor Holy Water ; no more do the Proteftants, The 
Turks above all things, hate the mojl Holy Sacrifice <f 
ihe Ma ft, and fo do the Proteftants ; which alone is e? 
nougb to Jhew that in their Religion or Belief, they are 
like Turks and Heathens. This I think may ferve at 
leaft, to fet againft the Bijhop of Kilmer's Parallel : 
ThoughT ougHt to ask the Bifliops Pardon for making 1 
the Companion. For as to that Parallel bet ween Pro : 
ieftants and Tarts, it is not in every particular true, 
- for Proteftants do not demolijh Churches wherefoever 
they come, nor breaks down Altars, hor deftroy Crofles, 
nor always Images. And as to the particulars that a- 
gree to both, how much malice fpever there may be, 
I am fure there isJittJe Wit in putting them and us to- 
gether upon thefe Accounts. For certainly, we are 
no more obliged to do any ill things, becaufe the 
Turks themfelves forbear them, then we are obliged 
to forbear any ufeful or innocent Cuftoms, merely be* 
caufe the Papifts ufe them. Had this 'Reconcile^ 
fhewn our Agreement with the Turks in feme Prafti- 
ces. that we could not but confefs they are to blame 
fof ; this indeed, had been a flirewd Inftrti&ion torn, 
to amend thatinourfelves, which we cannot but con- 
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demn in People fo grofly deceived as they ire. Now 
this it was, that the Bifhopof Kilmore did in that Com- 
panion of the Papifls Worfhipping their Tutelar Saints, 
wirfi the Heathens Wbrlhipping their Petty Gods. The 
Papifls do with us, juftly condemn thefe Pra&ices of 
the Heathens. The Biflhop only defires them, being 
thus prepared 1 , to took at home. But to infer that in 
our Religion, we are like Turks and Heathens, be- 
caufe we forbear thofe things, which the Turks are to 
be juflified in not doing ; is a Mif-reprefentation of us, 
upon fo wry an Inference , that if there be not want 
of Wit, to excufe it , it will be found equivalent to a 
down-right Mitreprefentarion, which the Genius of 
this Author, as it appears, by the particulars of this 
Book, makes me fear it is. 

And of a great many particulars which I might note, 
there is one not to be let pafs, and that is, that he Pt l6i 
does in very good earneff, affirm that we adbrethe 
Sacrament, though the Reprefenter would be thought 
to charge us with it, Utile more then in Jeff. For (ays 
the Reconciler, Though they fay thus of us, for Worfbip- 
ping of Jmages f yet they can difpenfe with themfelves in 
Worfhipping their Sacrament. And if this be not jeftr 
ing, 'tis fomething a great deal worfe ; for it is as no* 
torious, that we do not Worfhip the Sacrament, as it 
is that the Papifls do. 

But to go on with him i little farther. Their Prea* 
chers faith he, what are they forfooth? Intruders, Thieves 
and Rotters, Hypocrites, Ravenous Wolves, and Mur- p 
derers; Sons of Belial, Falfe Prophets, and Prie/ls of'**' 
Baal ; which is their Herefj 9 Rebellion and Stubbornnefi 
Againft the Church. ~ — — And if the Preachers he /a, 
What mufl the Hearers he .<? Why fur e enough, theyfhaU 
both faff into the Ditch of Ever lafl ing burning Brimftone 

and: 
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and Fire % &c. V nlefi they he Converted, do Penance, 
and live in the Church Now this way of Mitrepre- 
fentation by railing at, and damning us, is as crafty a 
method , as any they have to imprint upon weak 
minds an incurable prejudice againft our Communion. 
For when we are confidently reprefented as damnable 
Wretches, that (ball certainly be Damned, if we con- 
tinue Proteftantsi efpecially by Men, that at other 
times talk demurely, and always look gravely when 
they give us thefe good words, it cannot be expected, 
but that fome or other mould believe there is more 
then ordinary Reafon for it, though they are notable 
to find it out. We may fay what we will in our own 
Defence, let but thefe Men go on to (ay (till that we 
are Damned, and the very noife and din of thefe words, 
and the like, ihall make them deaf to all the Reafons 
we can bring. And therefore every degree of this 
dealing, is to be condemned in any party, wherever 
it is found , becaufe it is a way to work upon the 
Paffions and Imaginations of People ; and inftead of 
directing, it does hut confound their Judgment But 
I mull needs lay, we have fullered under this injustice 
by thbfe of the Church of Rome, beyond any exam* 
pies that I have yet feen. 

Of which, I will give the Reprefenter one inftance 
fo remarkable, that it may ferve inftead of a great 
many, Mr. Harding, who had to do with no left a 
Man than Biihop Jewel, thought fit to ufe us in this 
con&t. FoL Falhion, as follows : 7V are moved by the InfimH ef

ing into a Fein of Light nep and Scurrility ; and to put 
them in mind that Religion is the Subjett, and % Cbrifti- 
ans and Scholars their Antagonists. If this be turnecf in- 
to matter of Accufation too, we have an ill time of it, 
who mud have to do with men that can well enough 
endure to do all thefe things, but cannot endure to hear 
of it again, though in the mildeft way of Representing 
it : Had that Author,? whofe Books* the Reprefenter 
may be afhamed to acknowledge that: he has read; 
had he, I fay, written in the Rtprefenter's drain, had 
he kid any thing like making the King's Capital City 
a Proteflant Sodem r and the Fires of Southward and the 
7lmpkfO\\T Evangelical, Proofs, againft the Papids; and 
the Preachers Theme the alarum to keep the driwjle Flook 
firm nodding 1 had hefet.the Reprefenter any example 
of fuch unhandfome levities as thefe are; and which, 
to fay no more, are hardly tolerable upon thedage, 
then indeed the judice of his charge would not have 
born him out in his management of it: But when that 
excellent man had charged them with no more then 
what he has terribly proved, and that is Palliating* ot 
With no more then what is flagrant in their laft pieces, 
viz. Want of Fairnefi and Civility, &c in a word, with 
no more then what is true ; ana this without virulen- 
.cy -or fo much as levity of expreffion, ( for which I 
leave the World to judge by thofe very phrafes which 
. the Reprefenter has picked out of his laft Book) and yet 
for this, bis Pen mud be faid to \x fteeped inGatt* and

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imaginable. I might well make more, but I cannot 
make tefs of it, then that feme men are very auch *x* 
afieratedty being (hewn to fhemfelves* 

And now, if 1 had a mind to take every occafion, 
he has given no fmail one by bringing in that Partbfc 
in the Scripture, Of the Trees etmfmga King* to i{fu» 
Urate liis own ferioujhefi in the Drilling Sermon he 
compofed for the zealous Brother : But I forbear at 
frefcnt, becaufe he pretends to forbearance too. 

For the advice that he has given the forementioned 
Author, I do acknowledge that it were very good, but 
that it wants pertinence and occafion ; and tor that rea* 
ion looks more like an unjuft Accufetton, then a chari- 
table Admonition. But if he thinks ^ood owofel is at 
ways to be received wkh thanks ; I fey to him what 
tie fays to our Expositor, Let him turn tofuch of Ins asm 
Hwmmion who have given had examples in ttebufmefc 
of MifrcPrefenting. And let him too that gives good 
*dvfcc take it alfo; which though k be not 10 «tte, k 
will yet be better for him : But above all rhift(g*> Let 
him endeavour that their Arguments and Methods for the 
defeating cfProteftants* be notfuch m any Jew may tab 
to ftrike at CbriJHanity, and every Athieft to make afbm 
of all Religion. Which advice is fo good* that "th pity it 
mould be loft upon thofe that need it not ; and there- 
fore I defire him to recommend it to the Author of the 
•Parallel between the Doftrine of the Trinity and the 
DQ&rine of tranfnbftaktiathon. Let the Reprefcater do 
his duty wfell upon this occafion ; and I can hereafter 
tell him of others wherein his intereft will prevail more 
then mine. 

But becaufe the Reprefenter is Jfncerely of our E*pd- 
(itor's mind, that this way <f handling Controversies , drih 
rather exafper ate then foal our Dhnpeps. JwiJlteU him

defend their Do&rines, l&thefn not pretend to go on 
with their firft undertaking, when they leave it, and 
fall into Inve&ives againft their Adversaries : for if 
they would honeftly confefs that their bufinejs is f6 
make us look as odioufly as they can, tney Ihouid, for 
me, go on in this way mlthey.iare weary, wiriiout any 
Recrimination. If the Reprefenter defires alfo that 
thefe Gontroverfies may have an end, let him peri- 
fwade his Friends not to produce tettimonies out of thd 
Fathers for Popery, without taking notice of the Atf- 
fwers tha t ha ve been fo often mid^ to tbem : Which ad- 
vice, if it had beep given and taken, we had not feen the 
Confcnfus Veterum* and the Nates TefttwH. Let them 
hot furniih out Books with Arguments that have been 
often offered, and as often anfwered ; - but take the Cert- 
jtroycrfie where it wis left by their $^&ei!brs ?nd 
ejws* and then go oo with it if th6y iahY whiA had 
h&ri Very good ad vice to Mf . Clench Let tfcerii hot 
begin ?U over again, to fpin (tot the time, atfd to njaJffc 
bur Dilutes endlels : Let the'rtt wf ite ariij do like tajen 
that hope to gain upon the Wqrtci by Reafon dhd Ar- 
gument. As for our parts wt IhatH^S Careful to follow 
his lad Advice, and to prove our fel ves true Member sof 
the Church of England, not onely by maintaining the 
Truth which She hath taught us, but by pra&ifing 
thofe Principles and that Loyalty which we Preach; that 
as we are fenfible to whom we owe the Liberty we en- 
joy, fo we may approve our felves not altogether un- 
worthy of it, but be always able to give fome good ac- 
count of our felves, with tefpeft to thefeControverfies, 
both to God and the King.
